This nomenclature refers to the head description of each and every 
cOin as the same has been listed on the typewritten sheets which I 
nave corwerded to you,  ---=---------- This, my crude explanation, 
may serve to facilitate your inspection of the coins. 
the Professor has also a collection of other coins 
Which in all probability --------- sooner or later, he will be 
Obliged to dispose of. Upon my return, I will request him 
to make a list of all these various coins and forward the same 
tO FOU. 6 oes x--- I believe the Professor will share my view 
that it is much better to preserve the collection permanently 
rather than have it split up through the hands of a number of 
dealers and go into the possession of various parties where 
they will hardly remain in the future. 
I would thank you if I could hear from you at an 
early date so that I may write to the Profesgor.
